Of Interest 


The U. S. Department of the Interior, through its OFL RCE 
of Education, has published a pamphlet, "Summer Educational Oppor- 
tunities" (No. 27). Concerning our Bread Loaf School of English 
one reads: 

"To Middlebury also belongs the credit of organizing tne 
first summer school devoted to the study of English. The idea of 
establishing the school grew out of the success of the foreign 
language schools. The Bread Loaf School of English, so named on 
account of its situation near Bread Loaf Mountain, in the Green 
Mountains, was opened in 1920. Its location at a place 12 miles 
from Middlebury came as a result of a gift to the College of Bread 
Loaf Inn and the 30,000 acres surrounding it. The courses of the 
English School are planned especially for high school teachers of 
English and those interested in the Art of Writing. One instruc- 
tor is provided for every 8-10 students. The conference plan of 
instruction is extensively used. It is a graduate school, ro- 
quiring in general for admission a baccalaureate degree."

Turn right on the next main road--cross the 19 LA 
covered bridge and take Tuck Drive to the Dartmouth Campus. The 
Route is marked on the map posted in the Inn Office. 


Although Henover is on Daylight Saving Time, the Gime 
given below is Eastern Standard Time. People should plan to reach 
Hanover not later then eleven o'clock. Upon arriving, come di- 
rectly to Sanborn English House which adjoins the Library. Doctor 
Joyce will be there and about three-quarters of nn hour Will be de- 
voted to sccing Sanborn House.
